What Articles Specify. 

The articles specify that the for- 
mer emperor is not to be tried “for 
an offense against criminal law,” 
and that the international trial 
court shall be composed of five 
judges, one to be appointed by each 
of the five great powers, Great 
Britain, United States, Japan. Italy 
and France. It is further provided 
that the associated governments 
shall request Holland to deliver up 
the former emperor. 

Not alone though will the head of 
the house of Hohenzollern be tried, 


but the commission’s recommenda- 


tions provide that all persons ac- 
cused of acts in violation of the in- 
ternational rules of warfare, shall 
be brought before international tri- 
bunals and if found guilty shall be 
ziven the penalties of international 
law.

HOME COOKING

Pineapples. 

From the middle of May until the 
end vf July the main crop of pine- 
apples is marketed. And about the 
beginning of June this delicious 
fruit may be purchased at a reaaon- 
able price. This is the season to can 
and preserve, and serve daily this 
delicious fruit. 

To eliminate as much as possible 
the waste that usually attends the 
preparing of the pineapples, try this 
method: 

Cut the pineapples into slices and 
with a sharp knife remove the out- 
side by trimming to include the eyes. 
This will give a slice of fruit that 
will look much better and waste fess 
than if the frult were pared and then 
the eyes removed, and then the fruit 
cut. Cut first into slices one-half 
inch thick, now with a cutter as 
small as that in the center of the 
doughnut cutter remove the core. 
Place the slices of pineapple in a 
kettle or deep dish and sprinkle each 
layer with sugar. When ready to 
place in jars put three pounds of 
sugar in a clean saucepan and add 
two cups of water. Stir to dissolve 
the sugar and then bring to a boil 
and cook for five minutes. Steril- 
ize the jars and fill with the pre- 
pared piineapple. Fill the jars to 
overflowing with sirup. 

Adjust the rubbers and lids and 
then partially tighten. Place in a 
hot-water bath and process for one 
hour. Remove, fasten the lids se- 
curely and then store in a cool, dry 
place. 

Pineapple Preserves. 

Prepare the pineapples as for can- 
ning and then cut into small pieces. 
Allow for each pint of fruit one cup 
of water. Place in the preserving 
kettle and cook until tender, and 
then add two cups of sugar to every 
thrg@e cups of the mixture. Cook 
slowly until thick and then pour into 
sterilized glass jar. Adjust the 
rubbers and lids and seal securely. 

Pineapple Conserve. 

Two pounds of the prepared pine- 
Cut the 
into 
thin threads. Remove the white 
pithy part of the oranges and slice, 
discarding the seeds. Then cut 
silees in pieces and place the pine- 
apple, the oranges and the peel and 

Two pounds of sugar. 

One pound of seeded raisins, 

One cup of water 
Cook slowly 
until of the consistency of jam. 


Pour in the jars and allow to cool, 
then cover with melted paraffin. 


Pineapple Jam. 

Use two pounds of prepared pine- 
apple, chopped fine, and two pounds 
of rhubarb, pared and cut in slices. 
Add one cup of water and cook 
“lowly until the fruit is tander. 
Measure and then allow three- 
quarters cup of sugar to each cup of 
Cook until thick like 
into sterilized 
Allow the jam to cool and 
then cover with paraffin and seal in 
the usual manner. 

Use a candy thermometer for suc- 
cessful jam and jelly making. Put 
the thermometer into the mixture 
when the sugar is added, then cook 
until it registers 221 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Candied Pineapple. 

Cut the pineapple into slices one 
and one-half inches thick. Prepare 
as directed in canned pineapple. 
Place three pounds of sugar in a 
preserving kettle and then add one 
and one-half cups of cold water. 
Heat slowly to the boiling point. 
Add as much fruit as the sirup will 
cover. Simmer slowly for one hour. 
Remove from the fire and stand 
aside far twelve hours. Heat, then 
lift the pineapple from the sirup. 
Add two pounds of sugar and boil 
for ten minutgs; 


Lift the fruit to a sieve to drain for 
twelve hours. Then boil the sirup 
until very thick and add pineapple. 
Let it simmer slowly for three hours. 
Drain on a sieve and dry in a warm 
place. Roll in powdered sugar. 
Place in air-tight tin cans, with a 
layer of wax paper between each 
row and white sugar between each 
layer. Store in a cool, dry place. 
Here is something new: 
Sweet Pickled Pineappla 


Place in a preserving Kettle 

Two pounds of sugar. 

One pint of vinegar. 

Two sticks of cinnamon. 

One tablespoonful of whole all- 
spice. 

One dozen cloves. 

Two blades of mace. 

Bring to a boil and cook for ten 
minutes. Then add two pounds of 


prepared pineapple, cut in small 
pieces. Cook slowly for fifteen min- 
utes. Let stand overnight. Next 
morning drain the sirup from the 
fruit and boil for five minutes. Pour 
over the fruit. Let stand aside for 
twelve hours. Bring to a boil and 
then fill into sterilized all-glass 
jars. Seal and store in the usual 
manner. 

Many physicians declare that the 


juice of the pineapple'relieves and 
soothes a sore throat. The pine- 
apple contains an element called

one-half cup of water. Stir into the 
prepared pineapple. Cook for five 
minutes and then add the yolks of 
three eggs. Beat hard to blend and 
then cool, and pour into pie plates 
lined with plain pastry. Bake for 


| twenty-five minutes in a slow oven. 


Cover with meringue and brown 
slightly.

Soak two level tablespoons of gel- 
atin in three tablespoons of cold 
water for fifteen minutes. Place the 
cup containing the gelatin in hot 


water to dissolve it. 
beat the whites of eggs until stiff. 
Add .gradually the chilled gelatin 
and four tablespoons of granulated 
sugar. Beat until the mixture will 
hold its shepe. Remove the beater 
and then cut and fold in three table- 
spoons of pulverized sugar. Pile on 
the pie dust lightly with powdered 
sugar. Then brown. 

The active principle of vegetable 
pepsin in pineapple will prevent the 
gelatin from molding when this fruit 
is raw. Always cook both juice and 
fruit before using in gelatin dishes.

of participation in the revolt. This 
news has just been received here 
from Vienna, having been held up 
by the rigid censorship at Buda- 
pest.

Reinforcements 
finally enabled the troops to sup- 
press the revolt. The communist 
government immediately sent revo- 
lutionary judges to Fueles to punish 
the rebels.
